REPORT OF THE BOARD 


BOARD OF GRAIN COMMISSIONERS FOR CANADA 

Winnipeg, Manitoba, 

January 16, 1948 

Honourable James A. MacKinnon, M.P., 

Minister of Trade and Commerce, 

Ottawa, Canada. 

Sir, —We beg to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners for Canada for the Year 1947 in compliance with Section Twenty- 
three of The Canada Grain Act, 1930. 

General Conditions 

Poorer than average conditions during the growing season affected both 
the yield and quality of wheat, oats and barley. This, combined with decreased 
acreages of 180,700 and 1,026,200 acres, respectively, sown to wheat and oats, 
resulted in a sharp reduction in the quantity produced. In the case of barley, 
while the acreage increased by 1,206,500 acres, this was not sufficient to produce 
a crop equal to that produced in 1946. Rye and Flaxseed, with substantial 
increased acreages, showed a marked increase in production.

As at July 31, 1947 the total carry-over of wheat, oats, barley, rye and flax- 
seed in Canada amounted to 182,383,791 bushels as compared with 183,207,663 
bushels the year before. 

From the Lakehead lake shipments during the 1947 season of navigation 
amounted to a total of 256-4 millions of all grains, an increase of 16-2 millions 
over the 1946 season and at- the end of December, 1947 there was in store 24-6 
million bushels of grain at the Head of the Lakes as compared with 24 ■ 0 million 
bushels the previous year. 

During the crop year ended July 31, 1947 ocean shipments from Pacific 
Ports totalled 62-2 million bushels, compared with 66-9 millions in the previous 
crop year but during the first five months of the current crop year shipments 
totalled only 8-44 millions compared with 21-4 millions in the same period in 
1946. At the end of December, 1947 stocks in these elevators were 6,065,144 
bushels. 

Total shipments of 4,975,753 bushels of wheat from Churchill during August 
and September, 1947 constituted a seasonal record for this port. At December 
31, 1947, 143,786 bushels of wheat remained in store. 
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THE CANADA GRAIN ACT 

At the 1947 session of Parliament An Act to amend The Canada Grain Act 
assented to March 28, 1947, incorporated in the Act the provisions of foui ^ 
Orders-in-Council under The War Measures Act, as follows:— y 

1. Giving the subsequent owner of grain in a country elevator the right tc r 
load a railway car allotted on the application of the original owner; b 

2. Requiring managers of Eastern Elevators to keep all grain in store it v 
such elevators fully insured against loss by fire or inherent explosion; 

3. Extending the period of time between consecutive weigh-overs ii s 

Terminal and Eastern Elevators; t 

4. Providing statutory grades for Rapeseed, Sunflower Seed, Soybeans. ” 
Peas and Eastern Flaxseed. 


REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD 


In accordance with the provisions of Order-in-Council P.C. 5355, all 
regulations of the Board in effect at October 31, 1947 were rewritten and con 
solidated where necessary. 


A list of the regulations now in effect is attached as an Appendix to this 
report. 


OVERAGES-COUNTRY ELEVATORS 


On examination of the statements submitted by licensees of country elevator; 
of the handlings of grain at country elevators during the crop year ended July 31 
1946, the Board was concerned to note that at 473 elevators, out of a total ol 
5,470, the handlings had resulted in the accumulation of overages in excess oi 
one-half of one percent. The Board’s records showed that. 38 of the 473 elevator; 
showing overages in 1945-46 had poor records in this respect in previous years 
of which they had been advised and warned by the Board’s Assistant Commis¬ 
sioners. The Board therefore decided to formally investigate each of these 
38 cases. 

Formal hearings were held in June last at Winnipeg and Brandon, Manitoba 
at Regina and Saskatoon, Saskatchewan and at Edmonton, Alberta, and 33 
operators were examined under oath. The other five operators were nol 
examined, one being sick, one having left the elevator service and the other t.hrei 
being about to retire on pension. 

While a review of the evidence submitted at these formal hearings did nol 
disclose any general practice on the part of elevator agents to deliberately L 
disregard the provisions of The Canada Grain Act and the regulations thereundei 
with a view to accumulating overages, it did disclose however, that certain 
agents, to avoid the possibility of being short, had been inaccurate in the deter¬ 
mination of weights and dockage, with possible loss to the producer. 

The general opinion expressed by most of the agents who appeared before 
the Board and by men with years of practical experience was that if weighing i 
is done accurately and the correct dockage taken, the shrinkage allowed by the 
Board should enable agents to come out even under average conditions. 

At a number of elevators the failure of producers to take delivery of screen¬ 
ings from grain delivered to the elevators for cleaning and the taking into store 
of these screenings by the elevator agents without recording them as receipts 
resulted in the year’s handlings showing overages. 

The licensees concerned were advised by the Board of its findings and were 
instructed to warn the agents concerned that continued accumulation of excessive 
overages will lead to the Board refusing a licence to any elevator organization 
employing them as agents. 
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ELEVATOR CHARGES 

At the annual public meetings held by the Board in June and July, 1947, 
Ul to hear representations regarding the maximum tariffs of charges to be fixed 
by the Board for the crop year commencing August 1, 1947, submissions were 
tc made by all the grain-handling interests for further increases in the charges for 
handling and storing grain at the different classes of elevators. These applications 
; t were based on continued increased costs of operation. 

After considering the various submissions, as well as further information 
j, submitted by the different interests at the request of the Board, the maximum 
tariffs of charges at the different classes of elevators for the crop year com¬ 
mencing August 1, 1947 were increased by the Board, with the approval of the 
llN Wartime Prices and Trade Board, as follows:—

LAKE FREIGHT RATES 


Before the opening of the 1947 season of navigation the Dominion Marine 
Association made application to the Board for a revision of the maximum rater 
for carrying wheat by lake and river navigation from Fort William or Port Arthur, ® 

After discussions with the various interests concerned the Board, on Marcli 
29, 1947, issued its Order No. 13, rescinding the maximum rates in effect and 
authorizing increased rates as follows:— 

To Georgian Bay Ports, Goderich, b 

Sarnia and Walkerville. 4 cents per bushel 

To Port Colborne. 5 cents per bushel p 

To Toronto. 5i cents per bushel 


To Prescott and Kingston. 6 cents per bushel p

Effective September 27, 1947, by its Order No. 14, the Board increased th( d 
maximum rate to Montreal, Sorel, Three Rivers and Quebec to ten and one-hali 
cents (10|c.) per bushel on wheat transferred at Sarnia, Port Colborne, Humber 
stone, Kingston, Prescott or Toronto. J 

In accordance with the usual practice, on account of increased insurant 
costs after November 30, all rates were increased by two cents per bushel foi 
grain loaded during the month of December. a 

AUDIT OF STOCKS-TERMINAL AND EASTERN ELEVATORS *- 

1 

In accordance with the provisions of Sections 138 and 138 (a) of The Canada 
Grain Act, the grain contained in every terminal and eastern elevator was 
weighed over by the Board during the crop year ended July 31, 1947. 


At two semi-public terminal elevators at Fort William, it appeared that tin ^ 
handling of grain in such elevators had resulted in the transfer of grain from a 
lower to a higher non-mixing grade. The value of the excesses disclosed in the 
amounts of $1,032.60 and $169.76 were paid to the Board by the licensees. a 


The audits at two other semi-public terminal elevators at the Head of tin 
Lakes disclosed that the licensees had failed to comply with the provisions o: g 
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Section 7 of the Board’s Regulation No. 1, and sub-section (b) of Section 5 of 
the Board’s Regulation No. 44, in failing to surrender for cancellation in due 
course warehouse receipts for dried grain, after drying tough grain by mixing 
with straight grade grain. The two licensees were ordered by the Board, under 
the provisions of Section 81 of The Canada Grain Act, to pay a penalty of 
$50.00 each. 

ASSISTANT COMMISSIONERS 

During the year under review, while the number of complaints requiring 
investigation by the Assistant Commissioners totalled only thirty, the services 
3r of these officials were utilized extensively in the inspection of country elevators, 
J with special attention being paid to the accumulation of excessive overages. 

le Mr. Murdock MacPherson MacKinnon was appointed Assistant Commis- 
idsioner for Alberta effective August 22, 1947, vice William Hector Blatchford, 
deceased. 

The services of Mr. Thomas J. Harrison, Assistant Commissioner for 
Manitoba were made available to the Food and Agriculture Organization of 
The United Nations from June 18, 1947 to October 11, 1947, during which time 
he served as crop husbandry and marketing expert on a mission to Poland. 

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS 

le While the facilities of the Canadian Government Elevators at Calgary and 
ef Edmonton have been in fair demand, very little grain has been available for 
r storage at the Moose Jaw, Saskatoon or Lethbridge elevators. The Prince 
Rupert elevator has remained empty since November, 1945. 

|( ] Total receipts at all elevators during the Crop Year 1946-47 amounted to 
only 4,046,732 bushels in addition to 62,595 bushels of Soybeans, 193,400 pounds 
of Rapeseed and 52,460 pounds of Sunflower Seed, compared with 4,927,415 
bushels in the previous crop year. 

At December 31, 1947 total stocks in store in all elevators were 2,683,652 
bushels. 

The decrease of $499,054.73 in earnings in the fiscal year 1946-47, as com¬ 
pared with the previous fiscal year, which resulted in a deficit of $117,966.20 on 
the year’s operations, was occasioned to some extent by reduced handling, but 
the basic reason was the reduced storage earnings owing to heavy consumer 
demand, both domestic and foreign, which resulted in accelerated shipments. 

, r . The Port Arthur elevator continues under lease to McCabe Grain Company 
Limited. The clust-collecting installations at the Port Arthur and Edmonton 
elevators are nearing completion.

0I With the approval of the Department of National Defence a water-lot of 
about -849 acres, with a frontage of 200 feet, part of the Canadian Government 
Elevator property at Prince Rupert, British Columbia, was leased to Shell Oil 
Company of British Columbia, Limited for a period of ten years from June 1, 
1947 at an annual rental of $500.00.

THE PRAIRIE FARM ASSISTANCE ACT, 1939 

The Board has continued, under the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, 1939, 1 
collect one percent of the purchase price of grain marketed in the three wester^ 
provinces. During the crop year ended July 31, 1947, the sum of $5,193,807.6 
was collected, making total collections since the inception of this scheme c 
August 1, 1939 to July 31, 1947, of $27,913,483.91. 

PERSONNEL n 

Mr. James Cuddy, Chairman of the Winnipeg Grain Appeal Tribuna 
retired from the service of the Board on September 15, 1947 on attaining t! 
age of sixty-five years. Mr. Cuddy has a meritorious record of 45 years’ cor 
tinuous service as Grain Inspector, Assistant Chief Grain Inspector and Chai: 
man of the Winnipeg Grain Appeal Tribunal. Mr. Arthur Miller, Grai 
Inspector, Winnipeg, was appointed by the Board to succeed Mr. Cuddy. 

Mr. Hudson Edward James, Deputy Registrar of Warehouse Receipt 
Vancouver, retired at 65 years of age on July 1, 1947 after 34 years’ efficien 
service. Mr. John Stuart Wright of the Registration staff at Vancouver wa 
promoted to the vacant position of Deputy Registrar. 

Dr. Isydore Hlynka of the Department of Agriculture was appointei 
Assistant to the Chief Chemist, effective June 1, 1947. 

EXPENDITURES AND REVENUES 

Total expenditure for the fiscal year 1946-47, exclusive of the Canadiai 
Government Elevators, was $1,950,553.07 compared with $1,920,986.47 for thi 
previous fiscal year. Revenue amounted to $1,312,102.33 compared wit! 
$2,037,462.55 for the previous fiscal year, a decrease of $725,360.22. 

Total expenditure for the first nine months of the 'current, fiscal year i 
$67,880.74 more than in the corresponding period in the previous fiscal year 
while the revenue for the same period is $90,843.83 in excess of the total for thi 
previous fiscal year.

Order-in-Council P.C. 4215, which authorized the issuance of supplementary 
j oa licence for the storage of wheat in “Special Annexes,” was revoked effective 
August 1, 1946, therefore no authorizations for the operation of special annexes 
were granted for the crop year of 1946-47. 

At December 1, 1946, there were 5,730 buildings classed as Elevators under 
the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 5,700 in the Western Division and 30 
in the Eastern Division; of these, 5,522 were in operation under licence at that 
date. Details of these buildings and their storage capacities, together with 
several summarizing statements and other relative information, may be found 
in the publication entitled “List of Grain Elevators in the Western and Eastern 
ndDivisions.”

Wheat production for the 1947, 1946 and 1945 Crop Lears for all of Canada^ 
have been estimated by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics as follows: 340-8, 
413-7 and 318-5 million bushels, and for the Prairie Provinces during the same 
Crop Years, 319-0, 393-0 and 294-6 million bushels. 
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Prairie Wheat acreage over these three years ranged from a low of 22-56

^ At the close of the 1946-47 Crop Season on July 31, the total carry-over of

lowever, with less grain carried on farms, and although country elevator stocks 
-Vere higher, terminal supply conditions had also improved.

LAKE TRANSPORTATION 

The arrival at the Lakehead of the SS. Mohawk Deer on April 19, 1947, 
ollowed very closely by the SS. Capt. C. D. Secord, marked the opening of the 
heason of navigation on the Great Lakes. Last year the first vessel had worked 
ts way up from the Georgian Bay to the Twin City ports by April 7, while 
a Vlarch 27 is the earliest recorded date for the spring arrival of a vessel into these 
j larbors. 

e Loading of the final grain cargo for the season was completed on December 
3, 1947, with the clearance of the SS. Donnacona.

6 cents (U.S. per bushel). The remainder of the traffic to both Buffalo ai 1 
Erie carried the higher 6| cents (LbS.) rate. 

Freight charges of 4| cents (Can.) per bushel were assessed on one cargo 
rye which cleared for Duluth in April.

5I Export Clearances 

Exports of Canadian wheat and wheat-flour, in terms of wheat equivalent, 
%or the crop year 1946-47 were recorded at 242,858,280 bushels, representing a 
“decline of approximately 100,000,000 bushels from 1945-46 export levels, and a 
^substantial falling off from average returns for the five-year period from 1942-43 
I*to 1946-47 amounting to 296,873,554 bushels. 

tl Shipments of Canadian wheat to the United States for consumption and 
tl milling in bond are included in these figures, and show a more than proportionate 
decline from 12-3 million bushels exported in 1945-46 to the very small move¬ 
ment of 1-67 millions for the 1946-47 season. 

During 1946-47, Canadian wheat-flour exports climbed sharply to a new 
high point in the history of the trade of 79,470,491 bushels in terms of wheat, 
showing a remarkable gain over the previous record of 62,657,244 bushels 
established in 1944-45. 

Over one-half of all Canadian overseas shipments of wheat were cleared 
from the Canadian Atlantic seaboard during the 1946-47 crop year, with the 
! movement shared between Canadian Pacific, Canadian and l nited States 
Atlantic ports in the ratio of 35 : 58 : 7. 

PORT CHURCHILL 

A new seasonal record was established for the volume of ocean shipments 
" from the Port of Churchill during the 1947 season. Fifteen vessels cleared the 
harbour during the months of August and September, 1947, with grain cargoes 
; totalling 4,975,753 bushels, compared to shipments of last year amounting to 
2,928,875 bushels, and the previous high point of 4,293,501 bushels shipped 
overseas during the 1936 season. 

Rail receipts at the port, beginning in the month of July and continuing 
through August and September, amounting to 5,043,774 bushels for all grain, 
were also markedly heavier. 

Grain storage at July 31, totalling 2,116,692 bushels of wheat and 1,400 
bushels of oats were reported; 109,983 bushels of wheat and 407 bushels of oats 
were in store for the winter carry-over at the close of the 1947 calendar year on 
December 31. 

INSURANCE 

All insurance policies filed by Public Country and Semi-Public elevators in 
accordance with Section 102 of the Canada Grain Act, and also policies received 
from licensed eastern elevators, under provisions of Order-in-Council P.C. 2393, 
i dated April 7, 1941, have been carefully scrutinized and weekly reports of 
terminal stock values verified to ensure full insurance coverage on stored grain. 

ANNUAL WEIGH-UP 

Weigh-over statements required in connection with annual stock audits of 
grain stored in terminal elevators, undertaken by the Board’s inspection and 
weighing departments under provisions of Sections 138 and 138A of the Canada 
Grain Act, have been prepared and duly submitted to the Board. 

GENERAL 

Nineteen hundred and forty-seven has been a year of many staff changes. 
While a number of our older, more experienced staff members have retired, an 
' orderly replacement of personnel has been made for the most part, though 
junior clerical assistance has been obtained with difficulty. 
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Our staff has been strengthened by the addition of a statistician, and thM 
very considerable number of staff promotions during the year has made for th 
more effective operation of this branch. 

The necessary reorganization required for the adapting of a major part c 
our statistical summary procedure to machine operation was undertaken durin” 
the year. 

Although not initiated by this branch, a constructive joint meeting betwee:_ 
representatives of the Canadian Wheat Board, the Dominion Bureau of Statistic 
and our own organization was held at Fort William during the fall in an effor .

REPORT OF THE GRAIN WEIGHMASTER 


The Secretary, 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Dear Sir, —I have the honour to submit the following report of the Grain 
Weighing Branch of the Board for the crop year, 1946-47. 

Weighing Services 

As in past years this Branch supplied weighing services to all Public 
Terminal, Semi-Public Terminal and Private Terminal Elevators licensed by 
the Board in the Western Division for the purpose of weighing all grain received 
into and shipped out of these elevators, as required under the Act. Weighing 
services have been supplied at a number of elevators, operating under Mill 
Elevator licenses, when required. Weighing services were also supplied on a 
fee basis at the following points in the Eastern Division: Midland, Port McNicoll, 
Owen Sound, Goderich, Toronto and Sarnia. Weighing services were also 
available at Montreal. 

Inspection of Scales 

In accordance with the Weights and Measures Act and Regulation 1929, 
Chapter 212, Section 50, the annual inspection of scales in Eastern and Terminal 
Elevators, licensed by the Board, was carried out and certificates of certification 
were issued covering the above inspections by the Assistant Chief Grain Weigh- 
master and myself. 

Semi-annual inspections of scales in terminal elevators were made as in the 
past, and also special inspections were made when necessary and upon request 
from interested parties. 

I he scales in the above elevators have been maintained in good condition by 
qualified scale mechanics. 

Maintenance of Equipment 

At all elevators licensed by the Board where weighing services have been 
supplied by this Branch, the equipment used for receiving, shipping and weighing- 
grain has been maintained in good condition under the supervision of officers of 
this Branch. 

Car Shortages 

The number of complaints received on the outturns of cars unloaded at 
terminal elevators during the crop year were very few. All complaints received 
were thoroughly investigated and adjustments made or recommended where it 
was proven that mishaps in handling had taken place. 

Vessel Shortages 

There is enclosed statement showing the average reported shortage of 
pounds per thousand bushels on the various grain shipments loaded into vessels 
at Foit W illiam and Port Arthur and unloaded at Canadian and American ports. 
There were 1,256 cargoes loaded during the year. 

Reported outturns of some cargoes loaded at the lakehead, on which 
complaints were received, were thoroughly investigated and in some cases 
satisfactory settlements were affected, but in other cases investigations proved 
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that there were no claims against the loading elevators. Any complaints 
received on shipments made from Atlantic or Pacific Coast Ports were investi¬ 
gated and reports submitted to the Board. 

Annual Audits 

As required under the Act, the stocks of all grain in store in Public Terminal 
and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators and the top four grades of wheat in Private 
Terminal Elevators licensed by the Board in the Western Division were weighed 
over. 

In the Eastern Division, elevators licensed as Eastern Elevators were also 
weighed over. Statements of the correct quantities of the various grades in 
store in each of the above elevators which were weighed over, were prepared by 
this Branch and forwarded to the Board to permit of the adjustment of the 
outstanding warehouse receipts in Public and Semi-Public Terminal Elevators 
and the establishment of overages in Terminal and Eastern Elevators in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of Sections 138 and 138A of the Canada Grain Act. 

There are attached statements showing average reported shortage of pounds 
per thousand bushels on vessel shipments from the lakehead to Canadian and 
American ports; receipts and shipments at the various points; report of cars 
arriving at destination leaking, not protected by seals, and with defective seals; 
also cars reported leaking and with defective seals in Winnipeg railway yards.

Sirs, — I beg to submit the following report of the operations of the Cana¬ 
dian Government Elevators for the crop year 1946-47. 

ELEVATORS OPERATED 

The interior terminal elevators at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, Calgary, Edmon¬ 
ton, and Lethbridge, and the elevator at Prince Rupert, were operated under 
Public Terminal Elevator licenses. 

ELEVATOR LEASED 

The terminal elevator at Port Arthur, Ontario, continued to be operated by 
McCabe Grain Co. Ltd., under lease covering a term of five years from August 1, 
1944. 

TARIFFS OF CHARGES 

The tariff of charges for the handling, storing, cleaning, and drying of grain 
was the same as that in effect the previous year. Special tariffs of charges for 
the handling of Soybeans and Rapeseed were approved by the Board. 

VOLUME OF GRAIN HANDLED 

The amount of grain received into the elevators Avas less than that received 
in the pre\dous year, 4,046,733 bushels compared Avith 4,927,415 bushels but in 
addition the folloAA'ing items Avere received: 62,595 bushels of Soybeans, 193,440 
pounds of Rapeseed, and 52,460 pounds of SunfloAA’er seed.

Grain shipped from the eleA’ators during the year amounted to 5,564,817 
bushels, a decrease of 8,121,135 bushels from the figure for the previous year. 
The continued demand for delivery of grain overseas had the effect of reducing 
stocks in store at the end of the year to 461,535 bushels, approximately If million 
bushels beloAv the figure at the beginning of the 3 r ear. 
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MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 

Following established practice, all buildings, equipment, and trackage have 
been maintained as far as possible in good condition, but slow delivery of some 
items, particularly electrical equipment is still causing some inconvenience. 

Major repairs and replacements include the following items: 


BUILDINGS 

Port Arthur —In compliance with Provincial Government regulations, 
three emergency exits are being provided, this work being 
about 80% completed. Extensive repairs were made to 
windows in the elevator and drier buildings. One steel 
roller door on the track shed was replaced. 

Moose Jaw, Saskatoon, and Calgary — 

The entire concrete structures, work houses, and storage 
annexes, were repaired where necessary and painted with 
waterproofing compound. 

Calgary —Repairs to roofs of track shed, substation, and drier 

building. 

EQUIPMENT 

Port Arthur —One conveyor belt and one leg belt replaced. Repairs to 
fixed spouting. 

Saskatoon —250 elevator buckets. 

Calgary —New hammermill was installed replacing obsolete equip¬ 

ment that had been in use for thirty years. 

Lethbridge -—A portable air compressor was purchased. 

Work on the installation of dust control equipment in the Port Arthur 
elevator is proceeding as quickly as material becomes available and is now about 
75% completed. 

A contract was entered into for the installation of a complete dust control 
system in the work house, track shed, and storage annex basement of the 
Edmonton elevator. This work is proceeding and is about 75% completed.

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STAFF 

Staffs at all points have been maintained at the minimum of requirements. 
One permanent and four temporary employees resigned; two permanent and one 
temporary were retired on account of age and two permanents on account of ill 
health. 

Six temporary appointments were made to fill vacant positions, two 
employees were promoted from casual to temporary status and two temporary 
positions are still to be filled. 

Two temporary employees were granted permanent status. 

FINANCIAL RESULTS OF OPERATIONS 

Earnings from all sources for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1947, amounted 
to $254,804.72, a decrease of $499,054.73 from the previous year. The largest 
decrease was in earnings from Storage, $428,951.07, due to the accelerated 
movement of grain which reduced stocks in store by approximately one and a 
half million bushels. Other large reductions were in rental of Port Arthur 
Elevator, $40,903.19, due to decrease of more than eight million bushels in the 
volume of grain received, and of $43,185.53 in revenue from sale of screenings 
due to smaller handling of grain to be cleaned. Earnings from drying showed an 
increase of $17,299.90 over the previous year. 

Expenditures during the fiscal year, $372,770.92 were $1,165.30 lower than 
the previous year. 

The net result showed a deficit of $117,966.20 compared with a surplus of 
$379,923.23 in the previous year. 

Following the procedure of former years, no provision is made in the finan¬ 
cial statements for depreciation of plants and equipment, but, as stated above, 
the expenditures for maintenance of these are included in operating costs.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF CHEMIST 

Winnipeg, Man., 

December 23, 1947 

Board of Grain Commissioners, 

Winnipeg, Manitoba. 

Sirs, —I have the honour to submit the following summary report on the 
Grain Research Laboratory for the year 1947. 

Hard red spring wheat of the 1947 crop was very low in bushel weight but 
higher than average in protein content and baking strength. The 1947 crop 
of amber durum wheat was lower in bushel weight, slightly lower in protein 
content, distinctly higher in pigment content, and slightly superior in macaroni¬ 
making quality, grade for grade, than the 1946 crop. A high percentage of the 
1947 crop graded 3 C.W. and lower because Pelissier, a variety recently excluded 
from the two top grades, is still widely grown in Saskatchewan. The 1947 
barley crop was slightly higher in nitrogen content, and slightly lower in malt 
extract and wort nitrogen than that of 1946. Only 13 per cent of the barley 
shipped during the early part of the crop year entered the malting grades. 
Malting quality decreased with grade, but a considerable portion of No. 1 Feed 
could be cleaned for malting purposes. The 1947 flax crop was about 1 per cent 
lower in oil content, slightly inferior in drying quality of oil, and higher in protein 
content of the oil-free meal, than the 1946 crop. 

Preliminary information on the quality of Western Canadian grain crops 
was presented to the Western Committee on Grain Standards. Representative 
composite samples of Grades 1 and 2 Northern were obtained, and although the 
3 Northern composite represented a reasonably good coverage of the Prairie 
Provinces, too few individual samples of this grade and of lower grades were 
obtained from areas where threshing was still in progress. The Laboratory gave 
the usual assistance to the Chief Inspector and his staff in preparing tentative 
standard samples and tentative export standard samples of hard red spring and 
durum wheats. Studies of the quality of type samples of the current wheat crop 
were undertaken for the Inspection Branch early in the crop year. Only a few 
samples of dried wheat have been submitted for testing, but it is believed that 
considerable quantities of dried wheat will require testing within the next 
few months. Supervision of moisture testing in the western and eastern offices of 
the Inspection Branch was continued. 

During 1947, studies of the quality of bread wheat, macaroni wheat and 
malting barley, produced by plant breeders in 1946, were continued by the 
Laboratory, and the data obtained were presented and discussed at the spring 
meeting of the Associate Committee on Grain Research. At that meeting, one 
new wheat, Saunders, was recommended for licensing and for distribution in 
restricted areas. Saunders matures one to two days earlier than Thatcher, 
about the same time as Garnet, and about five days earlier than Marquis. The 
variety is resistant to stem rust, moderately susceptible to leaf rust, and definitely 
superior in both characteristics to Red Bobs and Thatcher. In milling and 
baking quality, Saunders is equal to Marquis. Saunders has shown to best 
advantage in northern Alberta and gives fairly good results in northern Saskat¬ 
chewan. It is recommended for growing in parts of Alberta where Red Bobs is 
now favoured, and in these areas it is expected that it will largely displace Red 
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Bobs and to some extent Garnet and Thatcher also. Studies of new varieties 
produced in 1947 are in progress and include a large collaborative investigation 
in which British, United States, and Canadian chemists are participating. 

Good progress has been made in expanding the professional staff of the 
Laboratory which was depleted during the war. Dr. I. Hlynka, formerly with 
the Division of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, was appointed 
to the Board’s staff in June, and has taken charge of bread wheat research. 
Four other members of the professional staff have received leave of absence for 
additional post-graduate study; two should obtain the degree of Ph.D. next 
year, but the others will require one or two additional years. This program of 
in-service training involved leave equivalent to 21 man-months during the 
current year. Research was thus hampered, but the future advantages of well 
trained staff will soon overcome the present setback. A competition was held 
! for two additional junior positions for graduate chemists, but no suitable candi¬ 
dates were found. All 26 subprofessional positions on the staff have now been 
; filled. Eight chemists, and the two vacancies for chemists, account for the 
i remainder of the 36 positions now established. 

1 Expansion of the staff made it necessary to obtain additional space. None 

was available on the eighth floor of the Grain Exchange Building adjoining the 
1 main laboratories, but a large office on the second floor was taken over on January 
| 1, 1947. Administrative staff, secretarial staff, and the library, were moved to 

; the new room about the end of January. Changing certain partitions, and 
: redesigning the benching and services in some rooms made it possible to accom¬ 
modate the growing staff by making more efficient use of the available space in 
the main laboratories. It was possible to maintain all the essential work of the 
^ Laboratory while these changes were being made, but certain investigations were 
k delayed. 

In the bread wheat section, studies of measurements of the physical 
properties of dough have been continued, analytical studies seeking fundamental 
3 explanations of the differences in quality between Thatcher and Rescue wheats 
3 have been started, and a comparative study of electrical meters for determining 
3 moisture content is also in progress. The durum laboratory is engaged prin- 
3 cipally in studies of the kinetics of the reactions responsible for the disappearance 
3 of pigment from semolina during processing of macaroni. This study also 
3 relates to fundamental differences between varieties. In both the malting and 
3 analytical sections, studies of the nitrogen fractions of grains are being continued. 

3 During the year the Laboratory sent to the Board 42 reports of which 14 

v were published. The published reports included the Annual Report for 1946, 
and four crop bulletins and six press releases giving information on the quality 
of 1947 crops of bread wheat, durum wheat, barley, and flax. The preliminary 
f protein map for hard red spring wheat was distributed on September 17, and 
the final map on November 12. Three papers were also published in various 
scientific journals. 

e A detailed report of the work of the Grain Research Laboratory is in 
preparation. In accordance with past practice, it is recommended that this 
p report be published separately to put on record data on the quality of the more 
n important Canadian grain crops and progress reports of Laboratory investi¬ 
gations.
